Many have boen introduced and 
maby more are under considera- 
tion. No general law has been 
agreed upon. It isgenerally con- 
ceded that the present laws will be 
and tat whiskey will

Dispoxsaries for the small town, 
where they are wanted, and open 
saloons for the cities appears to 
the most popular idea. 

The senate has voted to build a 
governor’s mansion, and it is 
probable that the house will en- 
dorse the bill. It is conceded by 
all that a mansion is needed, and 
that $50,000 1s not too much for 
the state to put jo one. 

A bill to abolish the office of 
county treasurer for all counties 
has been introduced and referred 


to a committee. 
probable that it will never he 
-heard of again. 

Tt has also been proposed that 
the state pay civil engineers to 
help build public roads. 

The bill to abolish the county 
court of this county has been in- 
troduced, and oue to establish an 
inferior court will prabably be 
passed should the county court be} 
abolished. 

Supt of Education Willing- 
ham wants the legislature to pass 
the following for éducati onal pur- 
poses. Read these over carefully 
and if you approve of them write 
your representative, if you do not 
appr ve them tell your represen- 
tative just what you think. 

Here are the laws proposed: 

Firs —Compulsory attendance 
law requiring children from 8 to 
14 years of age to attend school 
during the term of public school 
which may be taught within two 
miles of their home. Children 
between 14 and 16 are also requir- 
ed to attend unless they have 
completed the common school 
course, or unless they are regular- 
ly and legally employed. 

Second—Specifying fully the 
dutiesot the county superimten- 
dents of education and giving 
county boards ot fivemembers the 
authority to require the entire 
time of the county superinten- 
dent in supervising the schools. 
The mininum salary iu such case 
is $1.200. It may be asa much 
more as the couaty board sees fit 
to authorize, Reasonable travel- 
ing expenses forthe county su- 
perentendent are to be paid by 
the commissioners’ court. If the 
county board of education does 
not see fit to require the county 
superintendent to devote his en- 
tite time supervising the schools 
the present status with respect to 
the county superintendent’s off- 
ice is not changed in such coun- 
ties. 

Third—Maintaining the present 
constitutional tax rate by the 
state for school puposes, a bill 1s 
prepared submitting te ths people 
in November, 1911, an amend- 
mert authorizing a school tax by 
districts of any rate not mors 
than five mills und of an addi- 
tiousl levy by districts if they 
should see fit to make one. 

/fourth—A commission, com- 
posed of three members of the 
house aud two of the senate, in 
addition to the superintendent of 
educatiofi and three other educa- 
tors, wil be requested by joint 
resolution of the two houses for 
the purpose of revising and sim- 


plifying the present school laws 
of the state.
